Protect your clothing and 
accessories by: 1} Using plastic storage boxes to guard against water damage, mold, 
and other loss; 2) Avoid storing your valuable items in basements and other high-risk 
areas; and 3) If you-do have a loss, seconds count! Quick use of dryers, deep cleaning, 
and mold mitigation can transform a total loss into a less serious claim. Make sure to 
hire the right specialists with experience handling collector’s clothing and accessories. 


Q. I’ve “retired” my gold Rolex and my Patek for an Apple watch to track my 
steps. Does it make sense to keep insuring these watches if I don’t wear them 
every day?

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Hampton Bays 
Man Charged 
With Christmas 
Home Invasion 
Murder

A Hampton Bays man was arrested on 
January 16 for allegedly shooting a 53-year- 
old man to death in the victim’s Southampton 
home on Christmas, Suffolk County police 
said. 

Homicide Squad detectives charged Domi- 
nick Parisi, 57, with second-degree murder 
for the death of Steven Byrnes.on December 
25. He was taken into custody at gunpoint 
while sitting in his Jeep Cherokee in the park- 
ing lot of Stop & Shop in Hampton Bays. 

“What's this about?” he was overheard ask- 
ing the investigators, who replied: “You know 
what this is about.” : 

Parisi, who previously served a prison term 


for a first-degree manslaughter conviction ~ 


and was paroled in 2012, was held overnight 
at Southampton Town Police headquarters 
and arraigned at Southampton Town Justice 
Court, police said. He is also awaiting trial 
in Suffolk County court on charges of driv- 
ing without a license, driving an unregistered 
vehicle and driving an uninspected vehicle, 
records show. The suspect's attorney Jason 
Bassett was not immediately available for 
comment. 

Southampton Town Police officers had re- 
sponded to a 911 call reporting a home inva- 
sion on Roses Grove Road, where they found 
a resident of the home had been shot at 8:45 
a.m., police had said. 

The victim was pronounced dead at the 
scene by a physician assistant from the Office 
of the Suffolk County Medical Examiner. Pa- 
risi faces 25 years in prison, if convicted.

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SNOW-COVERED DOWNTOWN RIVERHEAD 


Riverhead Wins 
$10M Downtown _ 
Revitalization Grant

The Town of Riverhead has been awarded a $10 
million grant that will be used to continue the 
next phase of long-running efforts to turn around 
economically struggling Downtown Riverhead, of- 
ficials said. 

The Empire State Development Corporation 
awarded the town in the fifth round of the the New 
York State Downtown Revitalization Initiative 
(DRI) grant funding program to help it jump start 
projects that would improve downtown’s lure as a 
destination. : 

“I am beyond excited that Downtown Riverhead 
was selected as the fortunate recipient of such a 
large infusion of state grant funds,” Riverhead Town 
Supervisor Yvette Aguiar said. 

Using a competitive evaluation process, the Long 
Island Regional Economic Development Council 
conducted a thorough and comprehensive review of

proposals submitted from communities throughout 
the region. Amityville was also awarded $10 mil- 
lion. Now in its fifth year, the program will invest 
$200 million in up to 20 additional downtowns 
statewide. 

Riverhead’s downtown is a compact, diverse, 
mixed-use neighborhood that the town aims to 
reimagine as a recreational, shopping and tourist 
destination with the revitalized Peconic River wa- 
terfront as its focal point. 

“A local planning committee. will be-formed to 
provide advisory guidance on how to move potential 
projects forward in the most efficient and effective 
manner possible,” said Dawn Thomas, director of 
Riverhead’s Community Development entity, which 
submitted the grant application. 

Thomas said potential projects identified in the 
application include Riverhead Town Square, the 
Railroad Avenue Transit Oriented Development 
Project, implementing downtown flood mitigation 
measures, as -well as improvements to the Suffolk 
Theater and Vail-Leavitt Music Hall. 

’ “Ensuring local communities have the resources 
they need to thrive is critical to New York’s econom- 
ic resurgence,” Gov. Kathy Hochul said. “I have no 
doubt that with this funding, they won’t only recoy- 
er from the impacts of COVID-19, but will flourish 
in the long term.” . 


Riverhead Girl, 4, 
Dies After Mother’s 
Alleged DWI Crash

A 4-year-old Riverhead girl died three days af- 
ter she was critically injured in a crash in Flan- 
ders that resulted in her mother being charged 
with driving while high on drugs last week, New 
York State police said. 

The child, Gracelyn Perkowski, died January 
16 at Stony Brook Hospital, where she was taken 
for treatment following the crash. The victim’s 
34-year-old mother Amy Wesolowski was charged 


at Southampton Town Justice Court with misde- 
meanor counts of driving while ability impaired 
by drugs and endangering the welfare of a child as 
well as a felony count of driving while intoxicated 
with a child. 

Police have said Wesolowski was driving with 
her daughter in a 2005 Toyota Rav 4 that col- 
lided with a 2022 Volkswagen Tiguan driven by 
29-year-old Sonya Fezza of Water Mill on Flan- 
ders Road at 11:40 a.m. January 13. 

First responders had resuscitated the unre- 
sponsive child at the scene after she was was 
pulled from the wreck by good Samaritans and 
she was rushed via ambulance to the hospital. 
Both drivers were taken to Peconic Bay Medical 
Center for treatment and were released later the 
same day. 

State Police are continuing the investigation — 
and ask anyone with information on the crash to 
call them at 631-756-3300.

ust about everybody wants better 
a service near their homes. 
But nobody wants the tower 
that delivers it to be any- 
where near their homes. 
Put it somewhere else, but 
then beam the service over 
here to where the service is 
weak. That'll do it. 

Well, it won’t. 

Case in point is the commu- 
nity of Springs, where I live. This is 
the most populous section of East 
Hampton. Cellphone service is fine 
at one end where J live, but it is ter- 
rible at the other end. So I’ve watched 
the NIMBY battle unfold at the other 
end. It’s been going on for years. I’m 
just an observer. 

First, the Springs Fire Depart- 
ment built a 150-foot tower on their 
property without a permit. They said 
it was for an emergency communica- 
tions system, so who could object to 
that? And the Fire Department could 
use the money that would come in 
from Verizon and AT&T with their 
deep dishes below. Well, a lot of 
people did object: They called Town 
Hall and asked if there was a permit 
for this, and the answer was nope. So 
they got the town to demand that it 
be taken down. It’s still up there — 
this was four years ago — but nothing 
is attached. It’s an illegal tower. 

Next, AT&T made a deal with 
the St. Peter’s Chapel on Old Stone 
Highway to build a tower behind the 
chapel, but have it tuck inside a fake 
50-foot-high camponile AT&T would 
build — a four-square sort of cedar 
shingle religious tower that you see 
in some chapels, especially in Italy. 
It would blend right in. The tower 
would complement a little bell tower 
attached to the roof of the church in 
front.. 

Inside, you could sit in the pew and 
pray to the Lord above the bell tower 
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in front, or since you'd know what’s in 
the campohile tower, to a telephone 
company in the back. 

Neighbors filed a lawsuit to stop 
the camponile. Off it went to 
court. 

Next, an attempt was 
made to build a 185-foot 
emergency 
tions tower in the 170-acre 

woods that houses Camp 
Blue Bay, the Nassau County 
Girl Scouts Camp, every summer. 
Girl Scouts authorities said no, but 
they would consider one 10 feet tall. 
So then the town decided a good 
place for the cell tower would be in 
a former sandpit which is vacant 
land surrounded by a very populous 


_ residential development just south of 


Fort Pond Boulevard. But the towns- 
people there made so much noise 
— they called the sandpit.an ame- 
nity in the area for the children and 
demanded it be preserved as a little 
park. They renamed the sandpit the 
Crandall-Norfolk Woodlands. And 
thatis pending. — 

After that, the town offered to put 
up a “temporary” tower 100 feet tall 
there. It could be wheeled in but then 
taken away when a more permanent 
site was found. And that didn’t fly 
either. 

Watching all this from afar, the 
Girl Scouts then changed their mind 
and allowed that there could be an 
emergency communications tower 
on their property. And so a deal was 
then signed. But it couldn't be taller 
than 120 feet. 

Next thing that happened was that 
the company that had agreed to build 
the tower, wherever it might go, in- 
formed the town that the tower would 
have to be 185 feet tall if it were to 
be a cellular emergency communi- 
cations tower rather than a shorter 
analog one, which the town had not 
known. | 

So for a time, the plan was to go

communica- 
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back to the firehouse site and re- 
apply for a nearly twice as tall, 185- 
foot tower there, which again caused 
an uproar. There was also talk about 
putting the temporary tower at the 
end of Gann Road, at the Springs Li- 
brary, or at Maidstone Park. All got 
rejected. 

With that, the Girl Scouts recon- 
sidered and said if 120 feet wasn’t 
good enough, oh well, one 65 feet 
taller would be okay. It could be at 
the corner of Flaggy Hole Road and 
Three Mile Harbor Road. 

And so this project is now moving 
forward four years later. 

Meanwhile, a court judge approved 
a settlement about St. Peter’s Church. 
So that project is a go. 

“How did we miss this?” a neighbor 
asked. 

Through it all, I’ve been wondering 
what the difference is between a new 
emergency communications cellular 
tower and an old emergency commu- 
nications analog tower. Turns out the 
analog version has static and bad re- 
ception. Digital does not. But digital 
has to be taller. Can’t be that the fire 
is announced with static so the vol- 
unteers might go to 285 Three Mile 
Harbor Road rather than 385 Three 
Mile Harbor Road, get out their hoses 
and it’s the wrong house. 

Back when I was a teenager years 
ago, my dad was one of the volun- 
teers. He had a shortwave radio set 
up on a shelf in the pharmacy of his 
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drugstore in Montauk. It would only 


start up once in a very long while 
with an urgent voice telling the vol- 
unteers to,drop whatever they were 
doing and get down to the firehouse. 
And he’d quickly go. 

I still have his fireman’s hat. 

Way, way back in the 1600s when 
the Hamptons was first settled, a call 
for volunteers would get announced 
by the ringing of the church bells in 
the town steeples all at the same time. 
And if you didn’t show, you were fined 
a certain number of shillings. ; 

And since about 1890 when sirens 
got invented, theyd go off all over 


town from atop the telephone poles. 


to alert those firemen not near their - 


emergency radio channels in their of- 
fices, homes or stores at that. random 
moment. 

. To this day, some of the Hamptons 
— Sag Harbor and East Hampton for 
example — still set off their sirens, to 


either mark noon or 5 p.m. with short 


blasts, or get thee to the fire house 
with ongoing longer blasts. 

It’s also been a law only since about 
1988 that numbers be posted on all 


buildings within the town’s jurisdic- 


tion to make it easier for the volun- 
teers to locate an emergency. Before 
that, it would be “cottage on fire be- 
hind the red Wilson House on Cran- 
berry Hole Road near the corner of 
Lazy Point Road.” Now they just say 
“83 Cranberry.”

Norwegian cosmetics heiress who denies being 
ate convicted pedophile financier Jeffrey Ep- 
stein’s ex-girlfriend was among people who traveled 


with him to the Hamptons on his jet critics dubbed the . 


Lolita Express, records show. 

Details of the multimillionaire alleged sex traffick- 
er's East End excursions emerged from flight records 
reviewed by Dan’s Papers and the recent Manhattan 
federal court trial of Ghislaine Maxwell, the British 
socialite connected to Epstein. She is appealing her 
December 29 conviction on five counts of sex traf- 
ficking and other charges related to recruiting and 
grooming teenage girls for Epstein to abuse between 
1994 and 2004. Among the revelations in testimony 
and records are that Epstein traveled to the Hamptons 
with heiress Celina Midelfart and his science advisor, 
neurosurgeon Melanie Walker, who reportedly helped 
introduce Epstein to Microsoft founder Bill Gates, the 
world’s fifth-richest man. Also listed in manifests for 
more than 50 flights to and from Long Island — at 
least a half dozen of which involved Hamptons air- 
ports — were pilot Lawrence Visoski, who was the 
prosecution’s first witness at Maxwell’s trial. 

“Ms. Maxwell was number two. Mr. Epstein was a 


big number one,” Visoski told jurors. “She was the one 
that pretty much handled most of the finance, my ex- 
penses, spending in the office.” 

Epstein, a 66-year-old registered sex offender after 
he pleaded guilty in Florida to soliciting prostitution 
from. minor girls, died by suicide in a Manhattan jail 
cell in 2019, authorities said, while awaiting trial on 
federal sex trafficking charges for allegedly abusing 
dozens of girls over the years. Epstein’s many high- 
powered friends over the years have included former 
Presidents Donald Trump and Bill Clinton as well as 
Prince Andrew, who was recently stripped of his mili- 
tary title amid pending lawsuits from Epstein’s alleged 
victims. 

Details of Epstein’s trips to the Hamptons were 
scarce, but the records show the region was among his 
many stops on his international travels as he flew with 
companions between New York, Florida and overseas, 
as he had homes in Manhattan, Palm Beach and in the 
U.S. Virgin Islands. None of those who traveled with 
Epstein to the area have been accused of crimes. 


HEIRESS IN THE HAMPTONS 

Disputed details about the relationship between 
Epstein and Midelfart, who inherited her family’s 
cosmetics fortune, came up during Maxwell's trial. 


“They were a couple,” Cimberly Espinosa, Max- 
well’s former executive assistant, testified for the 
defense during the trial. Espinosa testified that she 
believed the pedophile dated the heiress behind the 
socialite’s back. 

Another one of Epstein’s pilots gave similar tes- 
timony, but an attorney for Midelfart later issued a 
statement disputing the characterization of the re- 
lationship, saying she never dated Epstein and that 
they were just friends. 

Regardless, what is clear from flight records. is 
that Midelfart and Epstein were listed as passengers 
aboard his plane when it took off from Francis S. 
Gabreski Airport in Westhampton Beach headed to 
Martha’s Vineyard Airport on August 24, 1997. 

The tail number for the,plane on that flight was 
for a 1969 Boeing 727-31, a private jet owned by one 
of Epstein’s many shell corporations. That plane, 
known as the Lolita Express and reported to be 
decked out in red velvet reclining seats and beds, is 
last known to be rusting away at an airport in Geor- 
gia. Epstein’s underage victims have said he and oth- 


ers had abused them on the plane mid-flight. 


A representative for Midelfart, who has not be 
acused of involvement in Epstein’s alleged scheme, 
did not respond to a request for comment.

THE. MICROSOFT CONNECTION 

A year after that flight, records show neurosur- 
geon Melanie Starnes, then a recent college gradu- 
ate, flew with Epstein from New Jersey to East 


Hampton Airport in Wainscott around the same 


time he Epertedly. hired Starnes as his science 
advisor: 


~ Starnes is the woman’s maiden name. Now known 


as Dr. Melanie Walker, she is married to a former 
Microsoft executive and is reported to have helped 
introduce Epstein to Gates in 2011. 

Walker and another person close to Gates “at 
times functioned as intermediaries between the 
two men,” The New York Times reported. The Daily 
Beast cited an anonymous source as saying that 
“she did not attend nor help set up any meetings be- 
tween Gates and Epstein.” Walker, who has not been 
accused of involvement in Epstein’s alleged traffick- 
ing, could not be reached for comment. 

Gates told Anderson Cooper last summer that 
his meetings with Epstein were a “mistake.” Gates’ 
wife Melinda, who ended their 27-year marriage 
last year, was widely quoted as saying she was con- 
cerned about her ex-husband’s relationship with Ep- 
stein. One of the missions of The Gates Foundation 

is to help girls in need. 


Records of the Starnes trip were found in a. 


Business Insider database containing thousands 
of Epstein’s flight logs. In November, the Federal 
Aviation Administration accidentally sent another 
2,000 flight logs to the publication in response to 
a Freedom of Information Act request that the FAA 
had previously denied. It is unclear if the Hamptons 
flights were among the new or previously disclosed 


logs.

THE PILOT 

Testimony from Visoski, the pilot who flew Ep- 
stein at least once to a Long Island airport, was key 
because he said he witnessed on the plane one of 
the four victims who took the stand against Max- 
well. 

Visoski told the court that he vividly remem- 
bered the “piercing powder blue eyes” of the victim 
dubbed Jane, who later testified that she had sexual 
contact with Epstein multiple times when she was 
14 years old, sometimes with Maxwell in the room 
looking on after helping to bring her into his orbit. 

Now in her early 40s, Jane testified for the gov- 
ernment that Maxwell and Epstein first approached 
her and a group of friends when they were eating ice 
cream at an arts summer camp in Michigan in the 
summer of 1994. She testified that Maxwell would 
sometimes take her to the movies or hang out by the 
pool at Epstein’s house, talk about school and had 
asked whether or not she had a boyfriend. Pros- 
ecutors alleged in an indictment against Maxwell 
that behavior like buying girls gifts and discussing 
sexual topics with them amounted to “grooming” 
them for abuse. 

After camp ended, Epstein invited her and her 
mother over for tea, Jane said, adding that she was 
later invited by Maxwell and other Epstein employ- 
ees to come on her own. On one of those occasions, 
Jane testified that Epstein offered to help with 


her singing career before ending the conversation 


abruptly. 

“He just took my hand and said, ‘Follow me,” be- 
fore taking her to his pool house and pulling down 
his pants, Jane said. “He pulled me on top of him- 
self and proceeded to masturbate on me and then 
he got up and went into the bathroom and cleaned 
himself up,” Jane said. “I was terrified and felt 
gross, and I felt ashamed.” 

On other occasions, also at age 14, Jane said 
Maxwell and Epstein would take her to a massage 
table in his Palm Beach house and demonstrate 


- how Epstein liked to be massaged. Jane described 


Maxwell’s demeanor as “very casual” during these 
interactions. 


OTHER LOCAL TIES 

The East End flights are not Epstein’s only ties to 
the area. 

As Dan’s Papers has reported, Richard Kahn, an 
accountant with a home in Water Mill who is an 
executor of Epstein’s $634 million estate, has been

tional sex trafficking ring. Denise George, the at- 
torney general for the U.S. Virgin Islands — where 
Epstein’s so-called “Pedophile Island” is located off 
of St. Thomas — filed papers last year in the Su- 
perior Court of the Virgin Islands naming Kahn 
and Epstein estate co-executor Darren Indyke, an 
attorney and Glen Cove native, with being “indis- 
pensable captains” in the scheme. 

“Kahn and Indyke organized, controlled, and 
directed almost every aspect of the Epstein enter- 
prise,” authorities alleged. “They were officers in 
virtually every corporate entity that Epstein cre- 
ated to fund and conceal his activities.” 

The duo have denied the accusations. 

“Neither Mr. Indyke nor Mr. Kahn had any in- 
volvement in any misconduct by Mr. Epstein of any 
kind, at any time,” the executors’ lawyers said in a 
statement. 

Lawyers for Maxwell have said she was being 
scapegoated for crimes Epstein committed. Her 
lawyers said earlier this month they would request 
a new trial after one of the jurors in the case told 
reporters that he shared his experience of being 
sexually abused as a child during deliberations, 
and that his account helped sway jurors who were 
skeptical of Maxwell's accusers. Maxwell faces up 
to 65 years in prison when she is sentenced by U.S. 
District Judge Alison Nathan.

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How To Appraise Your Coins! 


This is the first part in a series of articles in which our expert appraiser shares all you 
need to know about assessing and investing im coins. 


This is Lee the Appraiser writing from the World Famous APR5/ gallery, located here in 
New York-City. Today, we're going to be learning the most basic points you need to know 
to get started appraising your coins, bullions, and other metals. First, it's important to 
understand the nature of coins. Coins are basically the medium created by peoples and 
governments to purchase various items. Needing some sort of item to exchange for 
goods and services, coins were initially simply pieces of gold, based on the demand that 
has historically existed for gold. The small demand for gold, as well as silver, was then 
traded in marketplaces for basic goods. The government's issued coins have intrinsic 
value, prior to them being made into official currency. When a coin is a 
government-issued coin, which creates the possibility of it being collectible, it must 
bear the name of the country, it's denomination (penny, quarter, five dollars, etc.], 
typically it will-also bear the year it was minted. A modern coin will typically have the 
date beginning around the 1600s. Those are the three basic requirements for a Coin to 
be collectible. Generally, there is less demand for coins issued by private mints. The lack 
of government issued authority means that a government or bank or cannot be 
compelled to accept them.Now that we've made sure to define our terms, we can get 
into more variables. The condition is one that makes a large difference. For many coins, 
the condition can change the value by up to thousands of dollars. This is what is 
referred to as a “condition rarity’. A rare date, during which only a small number were 
minted, would then create a rarity based on-the date. These are just two of the factors 
that determine a Coin’s rarity and value. So, if you have rare coins, the first step is to 
assess whether the condition is exceptional for that year, or if the date makes it very 
rare generally. The next factor to check is the metal value. If the coin has gold or 
platinum, for example, the metal alone will be quite valuable. So, a coin that happens to 
contain an ounce of gold or platinum will be worth a minimum of about one to two 
thousand dollars. Now that we've addressed. metal value, let's move onto to quantity. 
Silver coins will be quite valuable mainly in large quantities, as today the value is about 
$23/ounce. The United States issued dimes, quarters, and half dollars in 90% pure silver 
up until 1964. This meant the metal composition of the coins created intrinsic value. 


Today, silver half dollars would have a value of about $10-$15/each, depending on the 
year and condition—obviously many times the face value of the coin! So, if you have any 
silver American coins--that's from 1964 or earlier—you can bring them into our gallery 
at 200 W 57th Street and we'll be happy to offer you a high evaluation, a free appraisal, 
and a very high cash offer if you wish to sell them. While the first thing to know about 
your coin is the metal it is made of, that is not to say that, say, a penny from a rare year 
in the 1700s could not be worth one thousand dollars, however it would have to be in 
exceptional condition. A coin like this you typically will not find in a bag or a group, but 
in a large collection of early rare pennies. These would likely be in protective holders or 
in collectors’ books. If you have something like this, given to you by someone else, you~ 
can use your knowledge of that person to ascertain the possible value of the coins. For 
example, if your grandfather left a collection of coins, which each coin individual 
recorded and placed in a protective envelope, and you know that over the years he 
invested thousands in this collection, it is more likely that the collection might be worth 
evaluating.

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Honoring This Week's Cover Artist: 


Hunt Slonem

CS people spend most of their life 
searching for that one true pas- 
sion that makes them eager to get out 
of bed in the morning. Many will have 
decades-long careers before choosing 
to prioritize that one small activity that 
brings them endless joy. Dan’s Papers 
cover artist Hunt Slonem never ques- 
tioned what path his life would take. 
His passion for art was clear early on, 
and he followed it to success and ful- 
fillment. 

“I would be in a state of complete 
unhappiness if I wasn’t working and 
doing what I’m doing. I can’t think of 
anything else that brings me joy,” Slo- 
nem says. “It’s all I ever wanted to do 
— I was never conflicted.” 

With an unconventional childhood 
due, in part, to his father’s military 
service, Slonem grew up in Hawaii, 
Virginia, Connecticut, California and 
Washington, and he even spent several 
months of his time in high school as an 
exchange student in Nicaragua. There, 
he developed his fascination with 
observing birds that led to many pet 
toucans, parrots and lories in order to 
study them up close. Birds became one 
of three consistently recurring muses 
throughout his art — alongside rabbits 
and moths/butterflies, both of which 
he kept as childhood pets — which fea- 


ture in not only his large-scale paint- - 


ings, but also in his daily ritual paint- 
ings, such as this week’s cover art, 
“Red Seer.” 

“T do a group of works on a theme, of- 
ten theyre rabbits, not as often they're 
birds. It’s part of my ritual of painting 
in my studio every day,” he explains, 
adding that once done, he finds antique 
photo frames to properly display each 
10-by-8-foot, oil-on-wood piece in the 
set. “These are really about gestural 
warmup and color play, and part of my 
meditation, in a way.” 

“Red Seer,” in particular, is a wet-on- 
wet painting of a red lory reminiscent 
of the birds that have accompanied 
Slonem in his studio for many years. 
“I've watched them as I paint every 
day, and they're great companions,” he 
* says. “They're very mystical, and ‘seer’ 
is a wonderful term that just popped 
into my head to describe the bird.” 

Out of all his muses, Slonem may be 


best known for his rabbit paintings, 
both grand compositions and simpli- 
fied portraits, which have grown in 
numbers exponentially throughout his 
career. Born in 1951 under the sign of 
the rabbit in the Chinese zodiac, Slo- 
nem feels a strong connection to the 
creature that “has a voice — a strong 
one,” he explains. 

“It’s really resonated in my life in all 
kinds of new forms of my work that are 
coming through,” Slonem says of this 
symbol of luck, fertility and animal 
rights. “It’s just a profound image that’s 
not taken as seriously as it could be.” 

With these new forms, many of 
which he first experimented with soon 
after COVID-19 hit the U.S., Slonem’s 
rabbits, birds and other creatures have 
been forged in bronze, glass, neon, 


diamond dust and within light boxes. . 


Throughout 2022, he hopes to expand 
on the passionate creation and. well- 
edited exhibition of these new forms 
and his iconic paintings. In addition, 
he plans to tackle watercolor again af- 
ter abandoning the medium 30 years 
ago, debut a new show at the Botani- 
cal Gardens and work on a follow-up to 
2021 art book Hunt Slonem: The Big- 
ger Picture, authored by Ted Vassilev, 
owner of the DTR Modern galleries. 

The book and select works by Slo- 
nem are on sale through DTR Modern, 
with locations in Palm Beach and New 
York City. Additionally, his designs 
are available on pillows, dinnerware, 
bedding and _ facemasks through 
hopup.shop. 

Painting in New York since the 
1970s, Slonem has been featured in 
hundreds of exhibitions across the 
globe — including in Canada, India, 
Norway, Haiti and Argentina — and 
in the permanent collections of pres- 
tigious galleries and museums such 
as the Guggenheim, the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art and the Whitney Mu- 
seum of American Art. He was also 
commissioned to create a large mural 
for the former World Trade Center. 

“Art is my vehicle for seeing the 
world, and there’s nothing else that 
makes me more satisfied,” he says. 

As early as his first job in Manhattan, 
teaching senior citizens how to paint, 
Slonem has been using art to brighten 
up the lives of others. Countless paint- 
ings have been donated or loaned to

organizations such as the Children’s 
Hospital of New Orleans, Children’s 
Museum of Naples, Children’s Mu- 
seum of Indianapolis, New Jewish 
Home, Saint Agatha’s Children’s Home 
and Carilion Children’s Clinic. 

“Healing is one of the things that 
means the most to me — uplifting oth- 
ers through the work,” Slonem says, 
adding that as he shares art of the crea- 
tures most dear to him, he hopes it will 
also heal people’s perception of nature 
as something worth protecting. “I hope 
I'm making some kind of an impact on 
people considering nature and how vi- 
tal it is to our wellbeing — to the beauty 
and strength of our existence.” 


While nothing reaches the level of 


enjoyment from creating art, Slonem 
admits that he also does enjoy collect- 
ing art, as his grandfather did before 
him, filling his homes — such as Searles 
Castle in Massachusetts and Scranton 
Armory in Pennsylvania — with art 
from galleries great and niche. 
Ultimately, it’s the simple act of 
creating art that Slonem is most pas- 
sionate about, and that’s what makes 
him an ideal choice for the first-ever 
issue of Dan’s Papers Palm Beach. “I'm

thrilled that this is happening in Palm 
Beach — it’s one of my favorite places in 
the universe,” he says. 


“Tm just sitting here, thanking the 


universe for the blessing of being able 


to paint every day,” he continues. “I: 


pray to keep going forever and ever — 
I love what I’m doing and hope other 
people enjoy it.”

OUTDOORS IS IN 


Amid the pandemic, many residents have been spending 
more time in their homes, as well as observing and enjoy- 
ing the outdoors from gardens to lawns. So it’s no surprise 
that Frederico Azevedo, an award-winning landscape de- 
signer based in the Hamptons, is finding growing interest 
from Montauk to Palm Beach, spanning resorts and other 
regions. 


“I'd say that the past few years have encouraged more people 
to consider their outdoor spaces and seek pleasure and fun 
in nature,” said Azevedo, owner of Bridgehampton-based 
Unlimited Earth Care. “I try never to design gardens meant 
only to be looked at. I’m always tempting people towards 
the colors, the aromas, the birds.” 


While there has been a renovation renaissance, residents 
also are rediscovering the great, or potentially great, out- 
doors of their home. As summer homes become homes all 
year long from the Hamptons to Florida, residents are find- 
ing landscape design can literally be a breath of fresh air 
and an often-overlooked outdoor amenity. 


“Many clients of mine have moved into their summer homes 
over the past few years and were delighted to experience 
blossoming cherry trees in March and fiery reds in the fall,” 
Azevedo said. “You just never know, so I design gardens that 
are beautiful year-round.” 
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Interior design is fixed and static, but landscape design cre- 
ates a living, breathing, changing outdoors that can be en- 


joyed through a window, on a walk or seated outdoors. 


“I plan vistas to be viewed from the windows of the home, 
while also designing spaces to enjoy the aromas and colors 
of the flowers up close,” Azevedo added. “The same garden 
should be for the person reading in the living room and the 
person reading by the pool.” 


In the world of landscape design, Azevedo has kudos and 
accreditations, with work showcased in magazines, galler- 
ies and books. He is a member of the Association of Pro- 
fessional Landscape Designers, the American Horticultural 
Society and the Horticultural Alliance of the Hamptons. His 
work has been showcased from Architectural Digest to an 
exhibition at the Leo Castelli Gallery in New York City. 


“IT always use native or well-adapted plants. So many of the 
plants and flowers that I choose are different for a project in 
Florida than for one in the Hamptons,” he said. “I work in a 
site-specific way, so every project is different. A plant that 
thrives in the sandy soil of one property could suffer on a 
landscape only a few miles away.” 


While general principles exist, he said designs for each gar- 
den must meet the homeowner’s goals and tastes. 


“The goal of landscape design is different every time,” Aze- 
vedo said. “It’s something that’s specific to each site and cli- 
ent, but I think there are certain intentions that I have go- 
ing into all of my projects: sustainability, interaction, and 
beauty.” 


Landscape design is about creating beauty that renews it- 
self, a painting that shifts with seasons. 


“I always want to consider the most sustainable way to 
design. That could mean choosing native or well-adapted 
plants and flowers, creating pollinator-friendly gardens, or 
designing meadows,” he said. “A landscape should also in- 
vite people into nature and bring their lives outdoors.” 


Plants with beautiful colors provide brushstrokes for the 
outdoors. Think of a garden as a painting that is constantly 
being painted. 


“Color has sort of become my signature and I compose pal- 
ettes that respond to the client and their lifestyle as well as 
the conditions of the environment,” he said. 


Azevedo uses “homogeneous yellow blooms to introduce 
a waterfront, rich green moss gardens for meditating and 
reading” and “oranges and pinks to support the energy of 
cocktail parties and poolside gatherings.” 


“I try to design gardens that are exciting, but still feel a little 
carefree, like nature,” he said. “The atmosphere of the gar- 
den is built on color.” 


Azevedo lives and works in various regions, tailoring each 
garden to the region and the residents. 


“My design goes where I go, and I live between Florida, LA, 
New York City and the Hamptons and travel often,” he said. 
“Designing in Palm Beach is about sustainability and life 
often lived outdoors, which is the best way to be. I bring 
the living room, library, and kitchen outdoors among plants 
and flowers in a natural-feeling way.” 


He sees designs as “natural compositions of texture and 
softer colors for strolls and entertaining. It’s about bal- 
ance.” he said. 


In addition to doing landscape design, Azevedo owns the 
Garden Market and Concept Store in the Hamptons, mix- 
ing flora and furniture to create beautiful, outdoor living 
spaces. 


“Clients would spend a little time with their new landscapes 
and show up at my store to buy furniture for their new fa- 
vorite spots where they’ve discovered butterflies or bunnies 
like to visit,” he said. “It’s an ongoing relationship when you 
design with living things.”

L HOUSING OPPORTUNITY 


Most people visit a public space to view murals. Those for- 
tunate enough may have exquisite fine art hanging on their 
walls. What if you could have a masterpiece surrounding 
you, inside your very own space? 


Ron Genereux, the founder and artistic director of Art- 
groove, delivers just that — custom murals on a large scale — 
to clients, in residences and commercial spaces from Palm 
Beach to the Hamptons, Mexico City to Hell’s Kitchen in New 
York City. 


What started as a painter’s studio has worked closely with 
decorators and designers including the world-renowned in- 
terior designer Bunny Williams, the late great Albert Had- 
ley, and the longest-established interior decorating firm in 
Great Britain, Sibyl Colefax & John Fowler, among many 
others. 


Each mural can have a different intent depending on a cli- 
ent’s need. “Sometimes if you have an architectural mural, it

imposes order on a room,” Genereux says. “Whereas if you’re 
doing a scenic mural you're transporting them to another 
place. That’s a unique thing. How a mural is different from 
a painting is that it encompasses everything — it wraps the 
room, it fits around the architecture and it transports you to 
the place where the mural is.” 


Genereux, a highly skilled oil painter in his own right, works 
with other artists and artisans who bring a unique set of 
skills to the breadth of work Artgroove manages. 


Artgroove also has created wall art for casinos, hotels, res- 
taurants and banquet rooms. Now a 22-year-old business, 
Genereux has created a niche market for residential work 
especially. 


It was while Genereux, a native of Worcester, Massachusetts, 
was attending Pratt Institute in New York that he discovered 
he loved painting murals. He was studying illustration and 
painting, but working toward a minor in art history with a

keen interest in Renaissance art. “All of these palazzos were 
frescoed and painted,” he says. “I thought that’s something 
I want to do. I like architecture, I like melding architecture 
with painting,” he adds, “I liked the idea of creating art that 
was site-specific, made only for that space — art that only 
makes sense in that space.” 


“So I actually went to my department head and said, ‘I think 
I want to paint murals. I don’t know that I want to be an il- 
lustrator. He was like, ‘Well, that’s ridiculous.’ ... and I said, 
‘Okay, I officially don’t care what you think anymore!’ And I 
just did what I was going to do anyway.” 


After school, he went off to Italy — perhaps no more perfect 
setting to begin a career painting murals. Once Genereux 
returned to Manhattan, he continued to paint murals for 
private clients, and then joined a large decorative arts stu- 
dio as the art director. He started his own company in 1999. 


Interior decorators and architects he has worked with be- 
fore recommend him for his high-quality work and ability 
to complete complex projects. 


Usually, they come to him with the concept. Together, they 
discuss the color palette and the style of painting. Artgroove 
“runs the gamut when it comes to style,” Genereux explains, 
everything from modern, abstract murals to 19th-century 
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landscape paintings, and Art Deco style to Expressionistic. 
With each request, Artgroove will then pull references and 
do research. “It’s great to get a little bit of specific education 
from each project,” he says, explaining that he is looking 
at “What makes this style or period? Because now I have 
to create my own and it has to look like it came from this 
period.” 


“Luckily, some clients really defer to us and those are al- 
ways the most successful jobs — clients that are engaged 
and have ideas but don’t try to completely manage it... you 
have to have a little bit of creative room on the leash so that 
you can make something.” 


Scale drawings, known as maquettes, follow. First a pencil 
sketch is done to show to the clients and if the response is 
favorable, then it is colored in. In fact, he is considering do- 
ing a show of these maquettes he has kept from the last two 
decades. 


Then comes the painting in Artgroove’s Manhattan studio. 
The artists hang heavy-duty muslin — a lightweight smooth 
canvas — and stretch it out. It can be stretched out to 100 
feet long and trimmed to the required size. 


Most of the time, the spaces that Genereux is creating art 
for don’t even exist yet. “We’re almost always working off of 
blueprints, but then as the space starts to become ready. we 
always want to field-verify before we cut anything.” 


They will always paint extra material that can be trimmed 
during the installation process. However, if the painting has 
to line up with something architecturally, then verifying 
the measurements in the field is a must. How far in advance 
do clients come to him? “Not far enough,” he says quickly. 


There is no easy answer when it comes to how long a certain 
project will take. It all depends on the size and complexity. 
None has ever been less than a month, he says. Typical jobs 
are at least a few months. During a recent conversation, he 
was working on a Hudson River Valley landscape that was 
17 feet long and 7 % feet high. It has been a three-year-long 
endeavor. 


Artgroove redid all the murals for Tavern on the Green 
in Manhattan in the 10 years before the famed restaurant 
closed. He took photos of three different springs at Central 
Park for one oil painting, which was 170 feet long and 8 % 
feet high. About 10 people worked on it for almost a year. 
“It was the most mind-blowing painting,” he recalls. Just a 
few years later, Tavern on the Green closed and he says the 
painting was auctioned off. 


Murals don’t just cover a single, flat surface, but often wrap 
around an entire room. “We’ve done I don’t know how many 


lattice murals down in Palm Beach and it’s always the whole 
room and sometimes the ceiling as well,” he says. 


About five years ago, one project in Palm Beach was very 
elaborate. “It was all intricate lattice work — really intricate 
so it had neoclassical carvings, but then all the lattice was 
painted in the mural in like a dark green and then glazed so 
they have an age to it,” he explains. For the wooden beams 
and baseboards on-site, he painted and glazed them with 
the exact same color. “So when we put our murals up, the 
painted architecture went right into the real architecture 
and you were like, ‘Wait a minute. What’s real and what’s 
not?’ It all became one room and I like when that happens.” 


In West Palm Beach, one recently completed mural for the 
award-winning designer Harry Heissmann may just make 
you feel as if you’re under water surrounded by sea kelp. 
Located in a new building, it’s the first thing you see when 
you get off the elevators. The entry desk was painted a dark 


brown, too. “When you come out of the elevator, it looks like 
you're in an aquarium because the rest of it just goes away 
and it feels dark,” Genereux says. 


While Genereux has been focused on the art direction of his 
growing business, in recent years he has been getting back 
to doing the actual artistry, partly because Artgroove is so 
busy and he cannot find enough people to do the work the 
way he wants. “Also because I miss painting,” he says. 


Asked if he is a perfectionist, he says, “If you said that out 
loud to the people who work for me, you would get a pretty 
big laugh.” He then walks into another room and asks them 
and they do indeed laugh. 


“I honestly believe it’s one of the reasons we’ve stayed busy 
for all the 20 years. Nothing is going out the door unless it’s 


looking really good.”

Those fortunate enough are willing to pay a premium 
for space and privacy, and 2021 proved to be a banner year. 


A newly finished beachfront home set a record not only in Palm Beach, but 
in the entire state of Florida, when it sold for a staggering $122.7 million. 
Ryan Serhant, who started his eponymous brokerage in 2019, brokered the 
deal with Douglas Elliman’s Christopher Leavitt to close the deal in Febru- 
ary for their client, reported by The New York Post to be New York financier 
Scott Shleifer. Lawrence Moens of Lawrence A. Moens Associates represent- 
ed the seller. 


The very next month, a restored landmark home at 172 S. Ocean Blvd. sold 
for $45.6 million. Gary Pohrer of Douglas Elliman represented the seller of 
La Salona, a Midtown estate which faces the ocean and sits on almost an 
acre. The Mediterranean-style home offers a total of 19,434 square feet of 
living space with 16 bedrooms, including guest apartments. 


E. Burke Ross Jr., the president of Palm Beach-based ADEC Private Equity, 
and his wife Susan Lutz Ross had owned the property since 1989, when they 
bought it for — are you ready? — $2.25 million. 


Back in April, the third largest oceanfront compound in all of Palm Beach 
County sold for a whopping $80 million. The estate at 12525 Seminole Beach 
Road/12210 Banyan Road is also reportedly one of a handful of residential 
properties in Florida on which a helicopter can land. 


The Tuscan-like also offers “an unmatched direct oceanfront,” according 
to the Douglas Elliman listing, with 520 feet of ocean frontage in the ultra- 
exclusive, gated neighborhood of Seminole Landing. 


Chris Leavitt and Ashley McIntosh represented the seller, while fellow 
Douglas Elliman agent Tonja Garamella represented buyer. 


Just last month, the oceanfront estate at 6275 N. Ocean Blvd. in Ocean Ridge, 
part of Palm Beach County, sold for $27 million. Corcoran agents Candace 
and Phil Friis represented both the sellers and the buyers for this property, 
which includes access to a private beach. 


Built as the ultimate playground for the owners’ grandkids, the Bermuda- 
style mansion has two nautically themed bunkrooms, an Alice in Wonder- 
land-inspired play area, a Tiki hut and a pool with a waterslide.

BELLS AND WHISTLES 


A brand new home in the coveted Estate Section on Palm 
Beach Island, with views out over the Atlantic Ocean. What 
more could one ask for when flying south with the snow- 
birds? 


This palatial compound, just a few streets from Mar-a-La- 
go, is not just for the winter, though. With 14,000 square 
feet and a true Florida rarity, a fully finished lower level, 
there is plenty of space to stay all year and spread out. 


“Known for mega-mansions, the Estate Section in Palm

Many of the rooms feature stylish tray ceilings and high-end 
LED Element tech-lighting, along with flangeless, recessed 
adjustable and fixed light fixtures. The home also features 
Linear flush slot diffusers for air conditioning throughout 
the ceilings, and offers Lutron smart home features and Sa- 
vant automation. 


“I personally love the home office space and walk-in wine 
room,” Deitz says. 


The 0.58-acre property includes a heated gunite pool with 
a three-layer water feature and a spa, surrounded by high- 
end marble pavers. A nearby cabana with its own bedroom 
and bath allows for a quick change after a refreshing dip in 
the pool.

For $52.5 million, the home comes fully furnished. 


Deitz says, “We decided to furnish the home so that the fu- 
ture buyer can immediately enjoy the property instead of 
waiting on furniture for multiple months,” a very real con- 
cern in the midst of widespread product shortages. 


The artwork hanging on the walls is excluded from the 
price, however. “The prestigious Brintz Gallery in Palm 
Beach provided us with the gorgeous works of art seen 
throughout the home, which add to its modern beach vibe,” 
says Deitz. 


The artwork is available for purchase through a separate 
agreement. 


The home sits on a high elevation and the property includes 
deeded beach access across the street. “The views and 
deeded beach access will be key with potential buyers, in 
addition to the separate guest quarters which is ideal for 
live-in help,” says Deitz.

How to Make Your Home More Resilient to Water Damage 


Smart-home technology products such as Nest allow homeowners to monitor and manage the systems within their homes while 
they are away. Many systems allow users to control the thermostat, security and video systems, lights, appliances and more from 
a smartphone, tablet or computer. 


Monitoring systems allow users to detect and respond to leaks and frozen pipes before damage occurs. These include automatic 
water shut-off devices, such as Sentinel Hydrosolutions Leak Defense System, WaterCorp and FloLogic, which monitor the flow 
of water in plumbing systems. 


Similarly, low-temperature alarms use sensors placed in each heating zone to alert users to extreme environmental 
changes-including cold, heat, and humidity-helping to reduce the risk of frozen pipes and damage to climate sensitive wines, 
collectibles or other valuables. 


Smart-home technology can also help monitor and control home temperature and humidity to help avoid burst pipes or mold. 


Another way to ensure proper home temperatures and avoid pipes bursting is to conduct an energy audit to identify at-risk areas 
of the home. Installing a back-up generator for use during a power outage can further ensure temperatures are maintained to 
avoid freezing pipes.

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Giving Legend: 


Jean Shafiroff Devotes Her Life to 
Philanthropy 


BY BERNADETTE STARZEE 


FY people dedicate themselves to 
philanthropy like Jean Shafiroff, 
an author, TV show host and hu- 
manitarian who is one of Palm Beach 
County’s newest homeowners. 

Shafiroff currently serves on nine 
charitable boards and chairs several 
annual galas and other fundraisers. 
She has been honored by dozens of 
organizations and is widely recog- 
nized as an authority on philanthro- 
py. Her contributions include help- 
ing other philanthropists spread the 
word about their important causes 
on her TV show, Successful Philan- 
thropy. The TV show is an offshoot 
of Shafiroff’s 2016 book, Successful 
Philanthropy: How to Make a Life 
by What You Give, which serves as a 
practical guide to modern giving. 

“The whole concept of my book is 
that anyone can be a philanthropist, 
even if they don’t have money,” Shafi- 
roff says. “You can give your time and 
knowledge. Our country is based on 
this principle. A lot of people have 
told me my book inspired them to 
become more philanthropic, and that 
means a lot to me.” 

The book’s introduction was writ- 
ten by Georgina Bloomberg, daughter 
of businessman, philanthropist and 
2020 presidential candidate Mike 
Bloomberg. 

“Georgina comes from a family that 
is very involved in service and giv- 
ing back, and she represents the next 
generation of philanthropists — a 
group I believe is really important to 
cultivate,” Shafiroff says. 

Many charitable organizations and 
the people they serve have faced un- 
precedented challenges over the past 
two years. 

“This has been an extraordinarily 
difficult time in history, and it’s very 
important that we all do what we 
can,’ she says. Fundraising has de- 
creased because of the pandemic, 
threatening the survival of many 
organizations. Many animal shel- 
ters across the country, for instance, 
have struggled to keep their doors 
open. As a national spokesperson for 
American Humane’s Feed The Hun- 
gry campaign, board member, donor

and fundraiser for the group, Shafi- 
roff helped the charity reach its goal 
of raising $1 million to feed a million 
shelter animals through the Feed the 
Hungry COVID-19 program. 

In addition to American Humane, 
Shafiroff currently serves on the 
boards of the Southampton Hospital 
Association, New York City Mission 
Society, New York Women’s Founda- 
tion, Casita Maria, French Heritage 
Society, Couture Council of the Mu- 
seum at FIT (Fashion Institute of 
Technology) and Global Strays, an 
international charity founded by one 
of her two daughters. She is also an 
honorary board member of the South- 
ampton Animal Shelter Foundation 
and an honorary trustee of the Jewish 


Board, where she previously served 
for 28 years as a board member. “I am 
Catholic, but I love this organization 
and the work they do,” she says. 

Her other philanthropic activities 
include hosting cocktail party fuind- 
raisers in her home and chairing or 
co-chairing about eight or nine galas 
each year for various charities. Chair- 
ing an event carries multiple respon- 
sibilities, from fundraising to drum- 
ming up interest. 

“Usually, a chair purchases a table, 
sells tables and tickets, brings in 
sponsors, gets involved in the plan- 
ning process, helps to form a host 
committee and creates excitement 
about an event,” she explains. 

Low overhead is a key to a good 


charity fundraiser, she adds. “There 
are exceptions, but generally, over- 
head should not be more than a third 
of all the money that’s brought in.” 

_ Shafiroff believes that part of her 
mission as a philanthropist is to give 
other people a platform to talk about 
the work they do. On her TV show, 
which airs in the Hamptons and New 
York City, she has given voice to a va- 
riety of causes through her interviews 
with close to 100 philanthropists, 
celebrities and politicians, including 
Ndaba Mandela, Nelson Mandela’s 
grandson and founder of the Mandela 
Institute for Humanity; Kerry Ken- 
nedy, president of Robert F. Kennedy 
Human Rights, an advocacy organi- 
zation; actress and model Carol Alt, 
who discussed her work with animal 
charities; and actor and philanthro- 
pist Tony Danza. ae 

“My TV show is designed to inspire 
and motivate others to get involved 
in philanthropy, and I plan to grow 
it and try to make it national,” says 
Shafiroff, who is also nearing comple- 
tion on a second book, with an ex- 
pected release date in 2022. 

During the lockdown in 2020, 
Shafiroff recorded some of her TV 
show episodes remotely from the 
Palm Beach area, where she and her 
husband, Martin Shafiroff, spent 
three months. Martin is vice chair- 
man of Stifel, an investment firm. 

Now that they own a home in the 
area, the Shafiroffs plan to spend 
more and more time in Palm Beach in 
the months and years ahead. 

“Palm Beach is a very beautiful and 
friendly place, and it’s a very philan- 
thropic community,” Shafiroff contin- 
ues. “We have supported a number of 
Palm Beach causes and, as we spend 
more time in Palm Beach, I will get 
more and more involved in local 
charities. I am excited about getting 
more involved, but because I am very 
involved with many charities already, 
I want to add judiciously — serving on 
nine boards is a lot of work.” 

Shafiroff says she feels “blessed” 
to be able to do all the philanthropic 
work that she does. 

“I feel that since I am able to do it, 
I have a responsibility to do it,” she 
adds.

Celebrity Fitness Trainer Brings Torch’d from the 
Hamptons to The Colony Hotel

hile the steady beat of a Ma- 

donna mix pulsates in the 
background, Isaac Boots is on his 
headset, working and weaving around 
legs and arms and sweaty brows as he 
puts his Torch‘d fitness class of (most- 
ly) women through their paces:

A Broadway dancer- 
turned celebrity trainer, 
Boots has worked with or 
trained an impressive roster of celeb- 
rities, including Kelly Ripa, Gwyneth 
Paltrow, Lisa Rinna, Jessica Chas- 
tain, Brooke Shields, Hugh Jackman 
and Ariana Grande. Even more im- 
pressive is the fact that he has raised

millions for worthy charities — most 
recently this past summer during his 
Hamptons residency, when his classes 
at CMEE raised funds for seven local 
children’s charities. 

His “Boots to the ground” global 
community of followers and devotees 
known as “Boots Babies” has grown 
exponentially since he started stream- 
ing free Instagram live classes every 
day at 11 a.m. when the pandemic first 
hit. He’s still at it. 

And while his followers throughout 


the world are getting Torch’d and mak- | 


ing connections and friends online, 

they are also, upon Boots’ encourage- 

ment, donating to No Kid Hungry, a 

charity Boots is passionate ‘about. 

“Torch’d is not just a workout,” em- 
phasizes Boots, “I never really thought 
that ... it’s more of a connection and, 
of course, a tangible, beautiful thing 
we have done is raise over $2 million 
for the underdogs, for the kids who, 
for them, food is scarce.” He adds, “I 
don’t think that food is a luxury and I 
think it’s a very scary thing — it still is 
throughout the entire world, including 
our country,” ; 

It’s a cause that hits home for Boots, 
who grew up very poor, on food 
stamps, in a small town in Hawaii. So 
while he is sitting poolside at Swifty’s 
having lunch with Jeffrey and friends, 
looking chic in Gucci or in threads by 
Michael Kors from the new pop-up 
shop at The Colony, he seems to keep 

it all in perspective. 

“T can never forget who I am 
and where I come from,” he 
says. “I know it’s a blessing

give an incentive — to give 
away my workout and hope- 
fully keep that thread of com- 
munity so we can continue to have 
people, instead of paying me for that 
hour, throw it in to feed a kid.”

Boots with a warm smile in his voice. ' 
“It was 10 of our closest friends, and it

The couple spent what Boots de- 
scribes as a “magical” New Year’s Eve 
at The Colony with friends who visited 
and who didn’t want toleave. 

Weten- 
hall is a genius,” says Boots. “She turns 
this iconic hotel into something that 
just feels like home.” 
You don’t have to tell that to. the

well ... like any poodle would to Palm

“He has settled into The Colony as if 
he never wants to leave,” jokes Boots.

NBC Coorespondant Jane Hanson

or those of us in New 

York, Jane Hanson 
needs no introduction. How- 
ever, for those reading from 
Palm Beach, Hanson is as 
high profile as it gets, and 
someone who demands your 
attention. 

For more than 25 years, 
New Yorkers welcomed 
Hanson into their homes. 
Beginning in 1979, when she 
launched her storied career 
in broadcast journalism, 
through 2012, when she left 
her home station at NBC New 
York, Hanson was a fixture 
on millions of television sets. 

She started her career as 
an on-air personality and 
correspondent in New York, 
as an ambitious journalist 
with a nose for a news story. 
Her influence only grew at the 
network, where she would one 
day anchor the top-rated New York City morning 
program, Today in New York, among other shows. 

“I moved to New York from the Midwest to enter 
the New York journalism industry,’ Hanson says. 
“One of the first stories I was sent to was horse rus- 
tling on Staten Island and I caught myself asking, 
‘Aren't I in the big city?’ But, from then on, it was 
scrappy reporting .... including being the first per- 
son on the air on September 11 — going on the air, 
really, without knowing anything. 

“Every single day was like watching history being 
made because New York is the number one market 
in the country. The people that I interviewed were 
some of the most important figures in the world,” 
she continues. “You never knew what the next day 
was going to bring, and that was crucial to under- 
stand and always be at the top of your game.” 

Throughout her career, Hanson’s reporting won 
the acclaim of the viewers and her peers alike. 
She won nine Emmy Awards for her work, one of 
the four major industry awards given for merit in 
journalism and reporting. She was also named the 
Correspondent of the Year by the New York Police 
Detectives, with a similar honor from the Fire De- 
partment of New York. Hanson also won various 
community awards, given to her from viewers who 
depended on her reporting every day. 

“It’s wonderful to be recognized for your work 
and an honor to be recognized by your peers with 
the Emmys,” she says. “It is also, though, just as 
cool to be recognized by the community. The life of 
being a television news reporter is the conduit be- 
tween the story and the viewers when you play this

role, there is a big responsibility and an obligation 
to give back. : 

“It’s especially significant, to me, and I am very 
grateful to have received these recognitions,” she 
says. 

Hanson recently traded the cold and winter 
weather in Westhampton for warm: Palm Beach. 
Like many of us on the East End, though, who 
are temporary residents of Florida’s coastal com- 
munities, Hanson is still committed to making a 
difference. 

And, while she may be off-air, she continues to 
have her hands in the business that made her a 
household name. 

“First of all, I love the media, and I love helping 
people find their best selves — to be the best person 
they can be on any media platform, as well as in 
front of any audience,” Hanson says, adding, “It is 
great for me to do this work — it is something that 
I love.” 

She is now the successful owner of a media and 
presentation training company, where she helps 
people tell their stories and become more accli- 
mated to the demands of any audience — whether 
speaking to a television prompter or making a 
speech before a crowd. Her diverse array of expe- 
rience in journalism, and understanding of what 
the reporters, anchors, producers and viewers are 
looking for in a segment, has helped major business 
leaders, financiers, tech execs, fashion icons — even 
aspiring media personalities — become more com- 
fortable presenting who they are, their ideas and 
perspectives.

“One of the most important things is really 
figuring out what their message is,” she says. 
“They'll walk in the door with five messages, and 
the audience will never remember. You're lucky if 
an audience remembers one or two of them. The 
second most important aspect is body language, 
and ensuring that your body language is in sync 
with your words, which I have found helps people 


resonate well when making a presentation or a 


media appearance.” 

Hanson hopes her experiences can help others 
learn, avoid missteps and build their presence to 
purvey their message effectively. After thousands 


_ of hard-hitting on-air interviews, she is able to help 


others learn not only what to say, but how to say it, 
and she offers simple solutions to help people com- 
municate more effectively. 

And, while a majority of her time these days is 
spent as someone who helps others hone their mes- 
sage, her presence is not completely gone from the 
press side — as she frequently contributes to Forbes 
Digital, offering expert opinion as a communica- 
tions coach, with thoughts to share. 

“IT like telling stories. I hope that what people 
learn from me is to find the courage to speak effec- 
tively, to dare to take the risks, to put themselves 
out there, because great communication is the epi- 
center of building a better life for yourself — per- 
sonally, professionally and really every aspect of 
life,” Hanson says.
